W e athe r chari.^ covering a period ot 
11.‘1 years indicate that the last century 
reached the peak of its frigidity during 
the civil war and tha t the trend has since 
been toward shoi'tcr and milder Yvjnlers. 
That being so. this coniirienl should soon 
be in for another “ century M'inter.’' 
A pparently there is something after all 
in the insistent elaims of the old-timers 
that the Yvinters “areiht w hat they used 
to bp,” claims that haY'e been ridiculed 
for many months. 
There has been a turn 
of opiiiiun concerning w hat has been said 
about old-fashioned winters. 
There may be something to this strange 
theory. 
Astronomers could readily ex­ 
plain it, no doubt. 
It IS certainly more 
plausible than some of the oilier explana­ 
tions given for our milder and shorter 
winters. 
And the laity has always feared 
tha t these summery 
winters Yvere only 
a passing mood of temperamental nature. 
If “ winter” conies again the depres­ 
sion will be over for the Yvinter resorts 
offering sunshine as well as for those 
YV'hich once upon a time could offer v'm- 
ter spurts.
